USSR to boost Syria’s 
defensive capacity 


DAMASCUS. April 22 (JNA). - 
Syria and the Soviet Union 
today “laid down plans to con- 
tinue boosting tbe defensive 
capacity of the Syrian Arab 
Republic”, to establish long- 
term economic cooperation be- 
tween them, and to observe the 
principle of non-interference in 
each other’s internal affairs. 

In a joint communique at the 
end of a 5-day visit to tbe So- 
viet Union by Syrian Presid- 
ent Hafez Assad who flew ho- 
me tonight, they also pledged 
tc work for tbe speedy recon- 
vening of the Geneva Middle 
East peace conference and cal- 
led for total Israeli withdrawal 
from the territories occupied in 
the 1967 Arab-lsraeli war as 


well as the establishment of an 
independent Palestinian state. 

The two sides said they wo- 
uld develop friendship and 
trust between them and called 
for furthering cooperation “ba- 
sed on the principle of equa- 
lity of rights and non-interfer- 
ence in each other's internal 
affairs." 

The communique said the 
development of political ties 
between Syria and the Soviet 
Union would reflect positively 
on economic cooperation ana 
trade relations between them. 

It added that economic rela- 
tions would take on a lasting 
and long-range character and 
would involve all the major 
aspects of the Syrian economy.

Unconfirmed reports put the 
death toll as high as 20 in the 
wor& confrontation between 
the army and opposition supp- 
orters since mass agitation be- 
gan against Prime Minister Zul- 
fikar Ali Bhutto seven weeks 
ago. 

Troops were sent into Kara- 
chi, a port city of four million, 
to enforce a curfew and then’ 
martial law after 19 people di- 
ed in political clashes two days 
ago but the army has refused 
to give any details of the sho- 
oting incident. 

Ten more people were rep- 
orted killed in dashes today in 
seven other cities and towns 
across Pakistan. 

The confrontation took a se- 
rious turn with today’s deaths, 
which raise the total killed in 
the opposition agitation to mo- 
re than 220. 

The latest wave of violence 
cpme on the day the nine- 
party opposition Pakistan Na- 
tional Alliance (PNA) called a 
country-wide one-day strike to 
press demands for Mr. Bhutto 
to quit office.

A three-day conference of international journa- 
lists and government information officials that took 
place in Florence this week sought to discuss the 
“imbalance” in the flow of the news throughout the 
world, with the imbalance being particularly objected 
to by the developing states. Unfortunately, the con- 
ference included the usual amount of rhetoric and 
accusations and counter-accusations, and the result 
has been inconclusive. 

This is a shame, because the matter of internation- 
al news flow is important, and one of those key things 
by which we can build a better world instead of simp- 
ly arguing about the inequities of the one we have. 
The trouble with these kinds of international “infor- 
mation” conferences is that both sides - - the indust- 
rial democracies, as they are called, and the Third 
World - - are talking about two completely different 
things when they debate the matter of the flow of 
information and news. 

The industrial states* news agencies, major news- 
papers, television stations and magazines are largely 
private corporate institutions whose work: involves 
collecting and selling news. The Third World states, 
virtually without exception, regard news as some- 
thing that is to be offered at the discretion of the 
state and the government of the day. While the West- 
ern news agencies can be viewed as stealthy fellows 
out to discover the real story and tell the world about 
it, the official national news organs of Third World 
states can he viewed more realistically as public re- 
lations outfits, whose job it is to write about what is 
nice and what is good. This is the way things are, 
and to refuse to look at the real world in these terms 
is to engage in an exercise in mythology. 

The trouble with the UNESCO meetings about 
international news flow is that both sides talk about 
each other without recognising their own weaknesses 
and soft spots- The fact is that these people are sup- 
posed to be professionals, and colleagues, and there- 
fore one thinks there are opportunities for some real 
understanding in this field that have yet to be gras- 
ped. The requirements of understanding and coope- 
ration are simply that both sides combine some hu- 
mility with a fair view of each other, something they 
are supposed to do in the course of their daily pro- 
fessional activities. The Western international news 
media have to soften the manner in which they view 
the doings of any Third World country in essentially 
the same way that they view a plane crash or a sex 
scandal, and the Third World governments them- 
selves have to come to grips with the fact that the 
principles of state control of informaion are not ac- 
cepted or practised everywhere in the world. 

There are mistakes and accurate accusations on. 
both sides of this important debate, and one wishes 
that both sides would have the humility to put away 
the enormous cloaks of perceived self-perfection and 
pride with which they drape themselves, so that we 
could start putting information to work as something 
that brings people together insead of something that 
keeps them engaged in a dialogue of the deaf. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Four Jordanian dailies took 
up different subjects in tbeir 
Friday editorials. A1 Ra’i com- 
mented on the prime minister’s 
meeting with ministry of agri- 
culture officials. A1 Dustour 
discussed the bill passed by 
the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives severely limiting cooper- 
ation by American firms with 
the Arab boycott. A1 Sha’b 
commented on His Majesty’s 
warning that the Middle East 
is heading for disaster unless 
serious negotiations get under- 
way this year. A1 Akhbar dis- 
cussed the change in Israeli 
leadership. 

AL RAT, said that Mr. Ba- 
dran’s meetings with officials 
of the various ministries and 
public sectors have outlined a 
number of facts which should 
be assimilated and taiwn into 
consideration. The period of 
construction and development 
through which our country is 
passing compels every citizen, 
whatever the level of his res- 
ponsibility, to work with loya- 
lty and dedication. Constructi- 
ve cooperation should exist be- 
tween individual citizens and 
those in authority, the paper 
added. 

Since our country basically 
depends on agriculture, coope- 
ration among those working in 
that field is essential to increa- 
se production and improve the 
standard of living. 

True responsibility should be 
shared by every one, the pa- 
per said. Progress can be achie- 
ved only by silent work and 
self sacrifice for the public 
good, the paper concluded. 

AL DUSTOUR, said that the 
U.5. House of Representatives' 
stand is pushing the American 
administration into the boycott 
battlefield as a party biased to 
Israel, despite warnings from 
distinguished American econo- 
mists. 

It comes at a significant ti- 
me when the American admi- 


nistration is active in high le- 
vel contacts with the Arabs. 

In any case, the unfriendly 
stand adopted by the U.S. Hou 
se of Representatives should 
convince the Arabs not to rely 
or be optimistic of foreign pe- 
ace efiprts. They should seriou- 
sly work on the Arab level, as 
such work alone will enable 
them to face future eventuali- 
ties, the paper concluded. 

AL SHA’B, said there still 
exist a number of negative ele- 
ments obstructing peace in the 
region. The two most impor- 
tant of these elements consist 
in Israel’s refusal and the in- 
ternational community’s inca- 
pacity, to implement the many 
resolutions adopted by, the va- 
rious international organisa- 
tions, in particular U.N. reso- 
lutions 242 and 338. 

This state is leading the re- 
gion towards a new explosion 
as His Majesty has warned. 
If the international community 
is responsible for the imple- 
mentation of its resolutions, 
adopted through the United 
Nations, the United States be- 
ars a great portion of that re- 
sponsibility in that it possesses 
a huge influence and could pre- 
ssure Israel, thereby saving it 
from disaster, protecting U.S. 
interests and fostering world 
peace, the paper concluded. 

AL AKHBAR said that Fe- 
res' accession to power comes 
amidst dubious local Israeli 
circumstances and an interna- 
tional political situation which 
makes one wonder about Ra- 
bin's sudden downfall. 

It is well known, the paper 
added, that the two men are 
of the same school (the Labour 
Party). 

The reason behind such a 
change according to the paper 
is simply that Rabin has been 
fully used. Peres is more vigo- 
rous and hostile to the Arabs 
as well as being more capable 
than Rabin of juggling interna- 
tional politics.

Cereal 
for substantial boost 

From five-day conference opening today

Over' 150 scientists from 40 
countries converge on Amman 
this week for a five-day con- 
ference that wil! focus on wh- 
eat and barley production in 
rainfed and marginal areas - - 
which, not incidentally, make 
up the bulk of Jordan’s cereal 
lands. 

The conference is the fourth 
in a series of such meetings 
held every other year, where 
agricultural scientists, econom- 
ists and social scientists gather 
to review the state of knowled- 
ge in their specific areas and 
report on performances of new 


or experimental winter crop re- 
search techniques, which pri- 
marily cover wheat and barley. 

Forty-five papers will be pr- 
esented during the conference, 
which starts Sunday at the 
University of Jordan. One of 
the papers will be presented by 
Mr. Norman Boriaug, an Ame- 
rican who won the Nobel Pri- 
ze a few years ago for his 
work in increasing wheat 
yields. 

The conference is organised 
by the International Centre for 
Agricultural Research in the 
Dry Areas (ICARDA), which 
is based at two centres in Ale- 
ppo, in Syria, and Tabriz, in 
Iran. ICARDA is one of eight 


Joint tourist companies 
to come into existence 


AMMAN (JNA). — Companies 
are to be formed to coordinate 
tourist ventures, transport and 
promotion in Jordan and Sy- 
ria, according to a general ag- 
reement reached by the Joint 
Jordanian -Syrian Tourist Com- 
mittee, which ended three days 
of meetings here Thursday. 

Syrian Minister of Tourism 
Ghassan Shalhoub stated at 
Ramtha Friday afternoon that 
two companies will be formed; 
one to create, manage and ex- 
ploit tourist ventures in the 
two countries and the second 


to deal with tourist transpor- 
tation and promotion. 

Dr. Shalhoub led the Syrian 
delegation, which participated 
in the Tourist Committee’s me- 
etings. 

The agreement also entrus- 
ted the Syrian Ministry of To- 
urism with the publication of 
a detailed tourist map of Jor- 
dan, Syria and Lebanon, Dr. 
Shalhoub said. 

Dr. Shalhoub was seen off 
at Ramtba border post by act- 
ing Director of Tourism Igor 
Farraj and a number of tour- 
ism officials. 


international agricultural rese- 
arch centres throughout the 
world, each of which special- 
ises in research on one or two 
kinds of crops or livestock. 

The ICARDA centre in Aleppo 
trains 25 agricultural experts 
a year, most of them from the 
Middle East, in techniques for 
growing wheat, barley, lentils, 
broadbeans and chide peas. 

ICARDA and the seven other 
centres are financed - - to the 
tune of $85 million this year - - 
by what is called the “consulta- 
tive group” of 29 countries 
through the World B ank. 

The special emphasis of the- 
se bi-annual conferences is ce- 
real crops, particularly winter 
production of wheat and bar- 
ley in areas that depend enti- 
rely on rain water, and mar- 
ginal areas such as those near 
deserts. 

The wheat and barley grow- 
ing regions of Jordan are of 
this type, and the work of the 
ICARDA centres in Aleppo and 
Tabriz is of particular inter- 
est to Jordan and Syria, both 
of whom are still importing 
much costly wheat that they 
could grow themselves. 

The conference is co-sponso- 
red by the Agriculture Faculty 
of the University of Jordan and 
the Ministry of Agriculture. Af- 
ter the five days of discussion, 
the ICARDA staff will compile 
summaries of the meeting’s de- 
liberations, under the headings 
of the social-economic aspects 
of agricultural research, the 
development of new crop va- 
rieties, international research 
efforts and crop disease 
threats.

Madalyn O'Hair, the 
founder and president of the named society. 

The Society of Separationists gets its name 
from the fact that it campaigns for the divorce 
of religion from the state In the- USA. The 
U.S. Constitution does lay down that church 
and state are to be separate -but, according 
to the society, in actual fact/there is a big 
measure of intrusion by the first into the se- 
cond. Members of the society aw at pains to 
dte examples but, I suppose, they don’t need 
to for the fact is obvious - - the official motto 
of the country is: “In God We Trust.” 

Unlike a host of other leaders of this sort 
Mrs. O'Hair has not been deified as yet. Al- 
though society 'members will not, evidently, 
subscribe to the U.S. official motto, it was 
not reported that they have begun chanting: 
“In Mrs- O'Hair We Trust” as yet. But it is not 
unnatural to expect them soon to do so. In 
fact, judging by the way society ‘ members 
speak of the woman, it is strange they don’t. 
One of them was quoted as saying: "I don't 
know what we’d do without her,” and the 
society, no matter how it disguised it with 
Thomas Jefferson’s name, did choose her own 
birthday for a national American holiday. 

Keeping in mind how Americans of all 
generations have revered such persons as the 
Rev. Moon, the Mahareshi Mafiesh Yogi, the 
late James Dean and Mr. Mickey Mouse, it is 
indeed remarkable that Mrs. O'Hair is still not 
an object of deification.

Carter looks to public opinion to 
get energy plan through Congress 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (R). 
— President Carter Today look- 
ed to public opinion to force 
his drastic energy-saving prog- 
ramme through Congress and 
avert what he has called the 
threat of national catastrophe. 

In his third televised appear- 
ance in less than a week, the 
president will use a press con- 
ference today to hammer home 
once again his message that 
American society itself is al 
stake in the energy crisis. 

His course is politically haz- 
ardous. Congress does not 
like a president going over its 
head too often to appeal direc- 
tly to the people to support his 
policies. 

But Mr. Carter - - buoyed by 
a gallup poll showing that 72 
per cent of Americans are ple- 
ased with his presidency - - has 
made it clear that he will call 
on his large stone of national 

Egypt gets 
$145 million 
IMF credit 

WASHINGTON, April 22 (R) 
— The International Monetary 
Fund said yesterday it has ap- 
proved a 145 million dollar st- 
andby credit arrangement for 
Egypt 

The credit will be available 
over the next 12 months, in 
support of the government's 
programme to reform the eco- 
nomy. 

The Egyptian government has 
liberalised its trade policies, 
and intends to cut the size of 
the budget deficit and limit the 
expansion of credit in the non- 
government sector. 

It is also hoped that a prog- 
ramme can be worked out 
under which Egypt may re- 
quest further credits from the 
IMF on a more long-term ba- 
sis, the IMF added. 


RIYADH, April 22 (AFP). — 
Saudi Arabia granted 5,500 mil- 
lion dollars last year to deve- 
loping countries in aid, loans, 
gifts and direct or indirect con- 
tributions, finance and over- 
seas trade Minister Sheikh 
Mohammad Abal KheU reveal- 
ed yesterday. 

Interviewed in the English- 
language economic weekly, 
Saudi Business, the minister 
said his country’s aid to deve- 
loping countries was thus the 
most significant in the world. 
"We believe that these coun- 
tries’ problems concern the in- 
ternational community as a 
whole," he added. 

Saudi Arabia did not plan to 
revalue the rial but rather so- 
ught to maintain its parity with 
other currencies, he also said. 

The minister denied reports 
suggesting that Saudi Arabia 
wanted payment for Its oil ex- 
ports in rials with the aim of 
marine its currency interna- 
tional.

NEW YORK, April 22 (R). — 
If Americans respond fully to 
President Jimmy Carter’s call 
for energy conservation, they 
win switch to driving smal- 
ler, lighter cars, work and live 
in cooler buildings in winter 
and warmer ones in summer.

West Germany is already 
working along these lines. In 
fact, energy experts maintain 
that the United States is hi- 
ghly inefficient in its use Of 

dwindling petroleum supplies. 
They cite the example of We- 
st Germany and Sweden as 
being more efficient in their 
use of energy resources. 

Dr. James Schlesinger, chief 
architect of the Carter energy 
plan, who was trained as an 
economist, said in a recent 
interview with Business Week 
magazine: “The need for con- 
servation will be at the ex- 
pense of income, output or 
employment. In general, there 
is no hard-and-fast connection 
between energy use and gross 
national product. We know 
that if we had chosen a dif- 
ferent set of capital assets we 
could have exactly the same 
standard of living as we have 
today and use 30 per cent 
less energy.” 

These are some of the thing s 
Americans are now being told 
about how to save energy: 

--If U.S. cars averaged ju- 
st under 21 miles a gallon 
(8.8 km. per litre), the U.S. 
would save half a million gal- 
lons (about IB million litres) 
of oil a day. 

--If thermostats were low- 
ered by an average of six deg- 
rees Fahrenheit (about 3 deg- 
rees centigrade), the saving 
would amount to about 570,000 
gallons of oO a day. 

-- Even the newest, most ef- 
ficient home furnaces send 
about 40 per cent of their 
hgat up the chimney. Most fu- 
rnaces transfer considerably 
less then 60 per cent of their 
heat to beat a home. 

“If one compares the energy 
efficiency of industrial sec- 
tors in the U.S. with indust- 
rial sectors in Germany,” Dr. 
Schlesinger says “One sees ve- 
ry considerable opportunities 
for improvement.” 

According to one study, 
West Germany uses 38 per 
cent less energy than the U.S. 
per unit of industrial output. 
Sweden is even more effici- 
ent It uses 40 per cent less 
energy. 

Petrol costs around 62 cents 
a gallon in the U.S„ and new 
American cars -- mostly de- 
signed when petrol cost was 
only half as much -- get an

Economists argue that when 
energy was cheap; it made ec- 
onomic sense to get by with 
less efficient use. Now that 
if is expensive and supplies 
are dwindling, greater efficien- 
cies should naturally follow.

Dr. Schlesinger says toe sav- 
ings can come from improved 
efficiency rather than dower 
economic growth. 

Since the 1973 quadrupling 
of oil prices by the Organisa- 
tion of petroleum exporting co- 
untries (OPEC), some U.S. co- 
mpanies claim to have made 
substantial savings. 

American Telephone and Te- 
legraph says it has trimmed 
its total energy consumption 
by ‘ 8.7 per cent Cbnsumption 
per telephone has dropped 20 
per cent. The telephone com- 
pany estimates it will have 
normal business growth with 
zero energy growth for the 
decade following the Arab o3 
embargo of 1973. 

General motors, which has 
gradually increased the fuel ef- 
ficiency of its cars, says its 
factories use 13 per cent less 
energy to produce a car to- 
day than in 1972. 

The giant International Bu- 
siness Machines Company 
(IBM) says its regional head- 
quarters in Chicago uses 40 
per cent less energy than oth- 
er buildings which pay less 
attention to energy use. 

Many energy savings in bu- 
ildings come into play by set- 
ting thermostats lower in win- 
ter and in summer, furnish- 
ing cooler water from wash- 
room taps. 

Says Dr. Schlesinger: “Soci- 
ety will have to make some 
significant adjustments. We 
will no longer be able to just 
keep on growing in terms of 
energy consumption. . . 

“If one worries about being 
able to accelerate a 2-J ton 
automobile from a standing 
start to 60 miles an hour (96 
kph) in 10 seconds, that ele- 
ment of free choice is likely 
to diminish or disappear. But 
it is not a critical element of 
the standard of living.”

Asian Development Bank 
calls on rich nations 
for aid flow to Asia 


MANILA, April 22 (AFP). — 
The Asian Development Bank 
(ADB) opened its 10th annual 
meeting Thursday with a call 
on the rich nations to intensi- 
ty aid flows to Asia, and a re- 
minder that affluent countries 
cannot hope to live in peace 
while Asia remains poor. 

The two themes were under- 
scored by ADB President Taroi- 
chi Yoshida of Japan and the 
host, Philippine President Fer- 
dinand Marcos, in speeches to 
the opening session. 

Mr. Yoshida' particularly st- 
ressed the need to replenish 
the bank’s dwindling special 
funds resources so that conces- 
sional lending would not come 
to a halt in 1979. 

Denmark’s delegation urged 
the ADB to resume soon the 
release of loans to Vietnam, 
disrupted following the. 1975 
Communist takeover in Saigon. 

About 800 delegates and ob- 


servers from 41 of the bank’s 
42 member countries and in- 
ternational institutions were at- 
tending the three-day meeting. 

Resources in the Asian De- 
velopment Fund (ADF), the 
bank’s soft-loan window, have 
dropped to a mere 17 million 
dollars after a sharp 42 per 
cent increase in loan approvals 
in 1976. 

Al though fresh contributions 
have now boosted the reserv- 
ed to the 197 million dollars, 
the bank needs more contribu- 
tions to meet its concessional 
tending target of 300 million 
dollars for tills year. 

Replenishment of the fund, 
which subsists on a year to 
year basis, depends on parlia- 
mentary action in the donor 
countries. Because of tins, the 
U.S. has indicated it would not 
be able to make any fresh con- 
tributions before next Oct. 1 at 
the earliest, ADB sources said.

Economic summit in London 
will try to restart world 
trade negotiations - 


GENEVA, April 22 (R). — 
United States Special Trade 
Negotiator Robert Strauss said 
here that he expected an eco- 
nomic summit meeting of Wes- 
tern leaders In London next 
month to issue a directive for 
getting stalled world trade ne- 
gotiations under way here 
again. 

Mr. Strauss said he believed 
the May 7 summit, to be at- 
tended by President Jimmy 
Carter and government heads 
from Britain, Canada, France.

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Polisario film on British T.V. 
allegedly shows gains in Sahara 


LONDON, April 22 (R). — A 
film of Western Sahara gue- 
rrillas inflicting heavy battle 
losses on Moroccan forces and 
shooting down a fighter plane 
was last night shown on tele- 
vision here. 


The narrator of the 'This 
Week", documentary program- 
me, on the Independent Televi- 
sion channel, said the film was 
the first of fighting in a war 
which has been in progress sin- 
ce Morocco and Mauritania occ- 
upied the former Spanish Wes- 
tern Sahara last year. 


The film was shot by British 
cameraman Nicolas Downie, 
who lived with guerrillas of the 
Western Saharan Polisario fr- 


ont movement for a month and 
followed, them into attacks on 
Moroccan positions. 

In one film sequence the gu- 
errillas were shown advancing 
under heavy fire on three Mo- 
roccan army trucks. Suddenly 
guerrillas raced for the enemy 
vehicles and were shown dri- 
ving them away. 

The film then showed a gue- 
rrilla falling dead from a bul- 
let through his head as he ca- 
lled on besieged Moroccan sol- 
liers, 15 metres away, to surr- 
ender. 

The film showed a Moroccan 
air force Magister fighter-jet 
being shot down by heavy ma- 
chine-gun fire as it strafed gue- 
rrilla positions. The pilot, who 


baled out, was filmed after be- 
ing taken prisoner. 

The commentator said Mr. 
Downie believed from the evi- 
dence of his stay that the Mo- 
roccans were losing about 50 
men a week and the war for 
the phosphate-rich territory. 

But "This Week", which also 
showed film of areas of Wes- 
tern Sahara firmly controlled 
by Morocco, questioned Mr. 
Downie ’s conclusion. Tbe com- 
mentator said King Hassan's 
development investment in We- 
stern Sahara was beginning to 
pay dividends in terms of pop- 
ular support, and it was unlik- 
ely that he would withdraw his 
troops and relinquish the wor- 
ld’s richest phosphate deposits. 


Smith’s party gives him free 
hand to negotiate settlement 


SALISBURY. April 22 (R). — 
Prime Minister lan Smith was 
given a free hand to negotiate 
a Rhodesia settlement by his 
ruling party this week on a 
dose vote -- but only after he 
hinted that he might resign if 
the party did not back him, in- 
formed sources said here yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Smith refused to reveal 
the voting figures on the reso- 


lution which gave him a firm 
mandate to negotiate with Bri- 
tish Foreign Secretary David 
Owen on new Anglo-American 
proposals for a Rhodesian sett- 
lement conference. He told re- 
porters he had received a “good 
healthy majority". 

A spokesman for the Rhod- 
esian Front Party said yester- 
day, however, that Mr. Smith 
secured his mandate by just 


Plotters tried to kill 
Idi Amin twice this 
month, sources claim 


NAIROBI, April 22 (AFP). 
— Ugandan President Idi Amin 
escaped two attempts on his 
life early this month, informed 
sources said here yesterday. 

Field Marshal Amin’s Range 
Rover was ambushed around 
April 3 in northern Uganda 
and two of its occupants were 
shot dead, the sources said. 

In the other bid to kill the 
Ugandan leader, unknown plot- 
ters planned to ram President 
Amin’s car during an Easter 
car rally, the sources said. 

The sources said that Field 
Marshal Amin ordered one of 
his security men to drive the 
presidential Range Rover ahead 
of his party as he left his home 
village, Koboko, in West Nile 
Province. 

A few kilometres from Kobo- 
ko, assailants opened fire on 
the vehicle, killing two occu- 
pants and seriously wounding 
a third, the sources said. 

But the occupants got a mes- 
sage to Field Marshal Amin 
who returned to Koboko, where 
he was picked up by helicop- 
ter, the sources said. 

They said Field Marshal 
Amin/ his wife Sarah and some 
of his children had flown to 
Arua, northern Uganda, by 
helicopter, and from there, the 
president personally drove the 
Range Rover to Koboko to at- 
tend the funeral of a cousin, 
named as Mr. Juma Bondo. 

Tn the second bid. the sour- 
ces said, plotters had planned 
to ram President Amin’s car 


with a tipper truck at a place 
in Bugerere County. 56 kms. 
east of Kampala. 

The sources said they believ- 
ed one of the plotters tipped 
off the security police, the 
State Research Unit, before the 
plan could be carried ouL 

The sources did not identify 
the plotters and said no arrests 
had been made. 


Gummo Marx dies as legal battle 
rages around brother Groucho 


LOS ANGELES, April 22 (R). 
— Gummo Marx, one of the 
Marx Brothers comedy team 
in its early days, died in hos- 
pital today aged 84. 

His death in hospital at 
Palm springs, California, came 
in the middle of a bitter court 
wrangle here over the finan- 
cial affairs of the oldest bro- 
ther, Groucho, which also 
drew in the youngest, Zeppo. 

Gummo, whose real name 
was Milton, retired from the 
family vaudeville act to mana- 
ge their affairs when Groucho, 
Zeppo and the two other 
brothers, Chico and Harpo, be- 
gan appearing in films. 

Chico died in 1961 and 
Harpo in 1964. 

A judge is expected to cho- 
ose tomorrow' between Zeppo, 
74, and 86-year-old Groucho’s 


son Arthur when he appoints 
an emergency administrator to 
take over the running of Grou- 
cho "s estate from the come- 
dian’s woman companion who 
is accused of mistreating and 
dominating him. 


The legal battle against Miss 
Erin Fleming. 37, Groucho’s 
constant companion since his 
third divorce in 1969, is led by 
56-year-old Arthur, whose re- 
lations with his father have 
been stormy. 


Judge Edward Rafeedie said 
yesterday that he could not 
permit Miss Fleming to conti- 
nue as Groucho’s personal guar- 
dian and legal administrator of 
the multi-million dollar estate 
because of testimony that she 
had given Groucho unauthoris- 
ed drugs and submitted him to 
physical abuse.

The family of the 39-year-old minister, who was 
in afternoon newspapers here saying: "We are ready to enter 
any type of negotiation so long os it is within our means and 
leads to Maurido’s release." 


* CAIRO. April 22 (R). — President Anwar Sadat yesterday inst- 
ructed government agencies to remove any travel restrictions 
that may have been imposed on Libyan citizens. The presi- 
dent’s order, announced by Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmi. 
came only hours after a protest by the Libyan Diplomatic 
Mission (embassy) that Egyptian authorities had prevented 40 
Libyans from flying home on Wednesday.

Two senior Revolutionary Council members who join the 
government are CoL Ahma d Draia, until now head of national 
security, who becomes Transport Minister, and the former 
h itwl of the National Police Force, CoL Ahmad Beacberif, who 
becomes Minister for the Environment and Water Resources. 


One of tbe major structural changes in the new govern- 
ment Is the division of the old Ministry of Industry and Ener- 
gy, headed for the past 12 years by Mr. Belaid Abdessalam, 
into three new departments. 


Mr. Abdessalam retains the Light Industry portfolio, while 
the key post of Energy and Petrochemicals goes to Mr. Said 
Ahmad Ghozali, the former head of state oil and gas compa n y 
Sonatracb.

Red Cross meet grants guerrillas prisoner of war status

GENEVA, April 22 (R). — 
Guerrillas throughout the world 
are granted all the rights of 
prisoners of war under a new 
article added to the 1949 Red 
Cross conventions here to- 
day by an international con- 
ference. 

The article was voted through 
by 66 of the 86 nations attend- 
ing today's session of the Dip- 
lomatic Conference on Humani- 
tarian Law, meeting to update 
the conventions to cover mode- 
rn warfare techniques. 

Two nations - - Israel and 
Brazil - - voted against the arti- 
cle and 18 countries abstained. 

The article does not use the 
word “guerrilla” but refers 
only to “combatants". But it 
was drafted as a result of in- 
. creasing incidence of guerrilla 
warfare and assures all “com- 
batants” of the right to Red 
Cross protection, whether they 
be regular army soldiers or 
not 

Today’s vote, along with the 
decisions yet to be taken on 
further additional articles to 
the convention, will be formal- 
ly ratified at the close of the 
humanitarian law conference, . 
expected to be in mid-june. 

Israeli delegateMeir Rosenne 
immediately described the de- 
cision as ‘’the end of humani- 
tarian law. This will encourage 
acts of terrorism. Anyone at- 
tacking a plane in a foreign co- 


untry will get prisoner-of-war 
status," he told reporters. 

Palestine Liberation Organi- 
sation representative Shawqi 
Arm&li, attending the conferen- 
ce as an observer, expressed 
satisfaction at the acceptance 
of the new article. 

He said his only criticism 
was of a paragraph wfaicb says 
combatants must carry their 
arms openly during military 
action. “But we take this as 
meaning that we must produce 
our weapons immediately be- 
fore an action.” be told repor- 
ters. 

The article on “combatants” 
was one of several major addi- 
tions to the Red Cross conven- 
tions which the conference, 
convened by the International 
Committee of tbe Red Cross, 
has been drafting for three 
years. 

It still has to vote on claus- 
es dealing with mercenaries 
and “actions of reprisal”. 

The United States voted for 
the "combatants’’ article. The 
European Common Market (E- 
EC) countries were split bet- 
ween votes for and abstentions. 
West Germany and France 
voted in favour while Britain 
abstained. 

British delegate Brig. Sir 
David Hughes-Morgan, expla- 
ining his vote to the conferen- 
ce, said there were too many 
ambiguities in the wording of 


the new article which blurred 
the distinction between guerril- 
las and civilians. 

Although the new article im- 
poses conditions on combat- 
ants 
for 

rights, its wording contains 1 
opholes which appear to give 
them those rights anyway, 
even if they do break the ac- 
cepted rules of war.

SWAPO allegedly abducted 
103 Namibian schoolchildren 
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OSHAKAT1, South West Af- 
rica (Namibia), April 22 (R). —

Military service period for whites 
in South Africa doubled to 2 


years 


CAPE TOWN, April 22 (AFP). 
— South African Defence 
Minister Piet Botha, announc- 
ing an increase in military ser- 
vice for whites to two years 
instead of one, yesterday called 
on Western states to recognise 
South Africa's importance in 
the global strategy against So- 
viet world aspirations. 


These call-up increases were 
designed to meet South Africa’s 
operational needs, he said. 


Defending his increased de- 
fence budget before parliament 
- - up by 21 per cent in rela- 
tion to last year -- Mr. Botha 
reminded members that South 
Africa was already engaged in 
“A low-intensity war." 

He warned that in certain 
circumstances conscription mi- 
ght have to be stretched, as 
from Jan. l next year, to as 
much as 30 months. 


The defence budgeF was in- 
creased to 1,654 million rand 
(about $2,000 million). But 
South Africa was “already in- 
volved in a war in which its 
patience, endurance in all fi- 
elds, its economic possibilities 
and its security forces were 
being tested along with the 
rest of the country through sub- 
version and insurgency." Mr. 
Botha said. 


The defence minister criti- 
cised Western nations at the 
time of South Africa’s inter- 
vention in tbe Angolan civil 
war in 1975 for not supporting 
enough the anti-Marxist move- 
ments. 


“Last year in Angola when 
South Africa attempted, in the 
interests of the West, to pull 
the chestnuts out of the fire, 
we were left in the lurch at 
the most critical moment," Mr. 
Botha told parliament “The 
Marxist threat to South Africa 
is only part of the global stra- 
tegy against the West" 

In reply to a member of 
parliament wbo said South 
Africa got tbe larger part of 
its arms from France, Mr. 
Botha informed parliament that 
57 per cent of South Africa’s 
armaments were locally-made. 
If naval supplies were exclud- 
ed, this figure became 75 per 
cent he said. 

He refused to reveal the 
other sources of South Africa’s 
military supplies. 


The government was urged 
in parliament last night to 
mount a “hot pursuit” opera- 
tion into Angola against the- 
South West African Peoples 
Organisation (SWAPO), which 
-is alleged to have carried out 
the abduction two days ago. 

Opposition United Party Me- 
mber of Parliament John Wiley - 
said during a defence debate 
last night ‘T say the defence 
forces should go in hot pursuit 
to get back those children. We 
are a sovereign nation and we 
sho.uld defend ourselves aga- 
inst those attacks." - 

But Defence Minister Piet 
Botha said he was awaiting 
responsible reaction from the 
government of Angola and un- 
til that was received he could 
say nothing more.

Gen. Ziaur, who emerged as 
Bangladesh’s real leader after 
a series of coups in 1975, thus 
becomes the country's seventh 
president since it achieved in- 
dependence from Pakistan some 
five years ago. 

When Justice Sayem relin- 
quished the presidency, claim- 
ing "failing health", Gen. Ziaur 
was sworn in by the chief 
justice of Bangladesh and two 
deputy chief martial law ad- 
ministrators in a hurriedly ar- 
ranged ceremony at the Presi- 
dential Palace. 

Gen. Ziaur, who is only 42, 
continues as Chief Martial Law 
Administrator and Chief-of- 
Staff of the Bangladesh army. 

Born in the northern Bangla- 


tani army. A paratrooper. Gen. 
Ziaur, as second in -command 
in the newly-raised 8th Eeast 
Bengal Regiment at Chitta- 
gong, rebelled against the 
Pakistani army in March 1971 
following its crackdown on the 
then East Pakistan and gave 
the call to wage a war of 
resistance. 

During the war of liberation, 
Gen. Ziaur, then a major, for- 
med a regular army brigade in 
the northern sector against the 
Pakistani army. He was promo- 
ted to lieutenant-colonel in 
1971, Colonel in 1972, Brigad- 
ier in 1973 and major-general 
in October 1975. 

Tn the middle of 1972. he 
was appointed deputy chief-of- 
staff and, on August 25, 1975. 
he assumed the responsibility 
of chief-of-staff following a mi- 
litary-backed coup in which 


Sheikh Mujib Arruhman, Bang- 
ladesh’s leader, was overthrown 
and killed and Mr. Khandaker 
Mushtaq Ahmed took over as 
President of Bangladesh. 

In a counter-coup in early 
November 1975 which lasted 
for only a week, Mr. Mushtaq 
was overthrown and Gen. Ziaur 
Rahman was put under house 
arrest. But on November 7 an 
army revolt brought Gen. Ziaur 
back to power and in quick 
succession he became virtual 
head of the martial law gov- 
ernment. He was appointed 
chief martial law administra- 
tor in November of last year. 

Former President Sayem. 61, 
was appointed to the presiden- 
cy on November 6, 1975, fol- 
lowing the coup which over- 
threw Mr. Mushtaq Ahmed. A 
former Chief Justice of Bang- 
ladesh. Mr. Sayem, ’ wbo re- 
mained president for two- 
and-half years, had report- 
edly expressed his desire in the 
past few months to relinquish 


the presidency because of fail- 
ing health. A few months back 
he had a mild heart attack. 

Mr. Sayem nominated Gen. 
Ziaur Rahman for the presi- 
dency yesterday under a presi- 
dential proclamation of 1975 
which empowers a president 
to nominate his successor in 
case of his inability to continue 
in office. 

Gen. Ziaur, in May of last 
year, represented Bangladesh 
at the Islamic foreign minis- 
ters' conference fn Istanbul. 
The following month he, along 
with Mr. Sayem, attended the 
non-aligned summit conference 
in Colombo. 

In January of this year. Gen> 
Ziaur visited Peking and st- 
rengthened and consolidated 
relations between Bangladesh 
and China. 

Last month he visited Tehran 
and had talks with the Shah 
and other Iranian leaders on 
bilateral relations and regional 
issues.
